No person can remain in the pursuit of life, liberty, and happiness if they are constantly monitoring 
their words and worried about a trivial mistake in their past. 


This is an opportunity for state leadership to act before standards are set that erode the very fabric of 
society. A simple act of empathetic thought will lead any rational person to agree that the dangers of 
Cancel Culture will eventually come for everyone, as the movement of Cancel Culture requires the 
consumption of ideas and free will in order to survive. 


Proposed Amendment 


To prohibit discrimination on the basis of political affiliation, social media membership, and political 
theories. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the [STATE OF] in Congress assembled, 


SECTION 1. Short Title. 


This Act may be cited as the “Employment and Political Protection Act”. 


SEC. 2. Political Discrimination and Demonetization

SEC. 3. Cancel Culture 


The extent of the problem can be experienced and researched in popular and legal writing under the 
term Cancel Culture. 


Cancel Culture is subjective censorship. Applied to the personal life of a U.S. Citizen, the ability of a 
company or group of people to Cancel others is a debatable topic. 


Applied to the working life, employment, the ability to pursue happiness, and the ability to financially 
prosper, Cancel Culture is a direct violation of the basic Human Rights of a U.S. Citizen. 


It maybe impossible, and oddly, not advisable to regulate businesses that provide terms of service 
conditions whereupon people choose to be under a regulatory umbrella in order to sell products or 
services. 


However, U.S. Citizens employed to work for any company, or the government, should be fully 
insulated from Cancel Culture. 


At no point should any person be concerned that their ability to earn a living is going to be prevented or 
impeded because of an assumed, or confirmed, political alignment. 


SEC. 4. Additional Hate Speech Considerations 


Within the context of the First Amendment many law makers have argued that Hate Speech should be 
disregarded. However, Hate Speech laws have been adopted, and these laws are used to control speech. 
As a country, the United States has accepted Hate Speech as an enforceable offense. 


To this end, amending What is Hate Speech, must be consider and advocated to the end that the 
definition is fair and equal to the current political and social climate of the United States. 


It is Suggested the State of [ ] amend Hate Speech to include the following: 


1. Prohibit accusations in public, or within the private or government workplace, of being a 
Conspiracy Theorist 


2. Prohibit being called a White Supremacist in any context without an agreeable judgment from a 
recognized court of law 


3. Prohibit being called a racist in any context without an agreeable judgment from a recognized 
court of law 


4. Ban subjective measurements of White Supremacy and Racism written into official documents 
connected to public or private employment contracts or Human Resources activities 


5. Allow employees to anonymously report to the State of | ], human resources policies that may 
be seen as discriminatory and/or Hate Speech without any contractual/employment 
repercussions connected to human resource contractual limitations 


Sec. 5. Explicit Actions and Requests 


The State of [ ] needs to amend any all laws around employment to prevent U.S. Citizens from 
suffering job loss or economic impact due to Political Discrimination, Cancel Culture, and/or Hate 
Speech. 


Employers need to be informed via an official process that complaints can be filed anonymously, using 
private and proprietary Human Resource Documents, without any legal recourse to the employee if 
their identity is revealed. 


Employees that can demonstrate the loss of employment or monies as a result of Political 
Discrimination, Cancel Culture, and/or Hate Speech, will have civil recourse against any private or 
public employer. 


A penalty schedule should be created to make these claims efficient and expedient.
